FRENCH PRESa AND PUBLIC ARE 
WELL PLEASED. 

While Fraace Did Not Secure All She 
Wanted at Alseclraa, Her Deajrea 
ot aaeceaa la t'onaldered Pair, 

Paris, April 2.— The agreement at 
Algeciras is hailed with satisfaction by 
officials and by the public press, which 
Is weary of the prolonged controversy 
and the disturbing possibilities of war. 
The view in official circles is that 
France secures a fair degree of success 
on the principal questions relating to 
the police and state bank. However, it 
Is recognized that neither France nor 
Germany has secured all that was 
wanted. France's desire to have con- 
trol of the police was partially realized 
In her being allowed to police the im- 
portant Atlantic ports including Moga- 
dor, which Germany was suspected as 
coveting, and also with her ally, Spain, 
to police Tangier and Casa Blanc*. 

On the other band, It is thought that 
Germany's desire to Internationalize 
Morocco was partly realized, as the 
Franco-Spanish police is subordinated 
to an inspector who will report to the 
diplomatic corps.

"Often the home people of 
the engineers are as skilled in 
detecting particular w li i n t 1 e 
sounds as are the railroad men 
themselves It is a frequent oc 
currence to see an engineer's 
wife, with perhaps two or three 
little children by her side, lean- 
ing out of a window in sight of 
the railroad waiting in pleasing 
expectancy to wave a greeting 
to the man in the cab, having 
been made acquainted with the 
fact of his approach by means 
only of the sonnd of the whistle. 

"Nearly every engineer who 
is accustomed to handle any one 
locomotive gives more or less 
special care to the whistle. In 
many instances the men person- 
ally own these sound-making 
devices and keep them through- 
out services covering several 
years and involving numerous 
transfers from one engine to 
another. A man is disposed to 
become attached to his whistle, 
regarding it as a sort of personal 
adjunct. He blows it aud blows 
it until he comes to play on it,

LARGE CHUNKS OF COPPER 

aemr.rkable Discoveries of Great 
M"»Bses of Hlrh Oro Re- 
cently Madu. 

An enormous mas« of pure natlv* 
copper Is being uncovered ut a mint 
in Oiitanagon county.

Look out tor early lambs; see that 
trrty do not get chilled. 

Clay floors are good; horses kept 
on them usually have sound feet. 

There is no sense or economy in 
exposure to either cold or storms. 

A good feed of roots at noon to the 
breeding sows and growing pigs, will 
be found prolitable. 

The pens should be cleaned each 
day, to avoid a filthy condition and 
to keep the hogs comfortable, 

It is wise to feed the hogs well at 
night, so that tuev will not become 
hungry More morning. 

Plank floor should be kept in re- 
pair so that there will be no breaks 
that may cause the animals to get 
cast. 

Separate the heavy ewes from the 
rest of the flock, and see that there 
are no drafts to affect them in the 
pens. 

The creosol or kerosene emulsion 
can be applied to the hogs with a 
broom, from a bucket; or an old 
spone can be used. 

Many a good horse has been 
spoiled just by standing in the barn 
doing nothing. Its legs become per- 
manently enlarged. A horse can't 
stand idleness any more than a man 
can. 

If musty straw is used or old 
straw is left in the hog nest, there is 
danger of mange or other skin di- 
seases. A wash of thymocreosol, or 
kerosene emulsion with water (one 
-thirds emulsion with two-thirds 
water), can be used to prevent mange 
and lice. 

The Honey and Egg Maker*. 

Fence the fowls against all maraud- 
ing animals. 

Keep a good supply of old plaster 
before the chicks. 

Cleanliness is effective in keeping 
the fowls in health. 

During cold weather it is best to 
water an hour after feeding. 

Both pigeons and geese pair; but 
ducks, turkeys and hens do not. 

Bees have been known to fly as far 
as seven miles in search of flowers. 

A single swarm has been known to 
make 1,000 pounds of honey in a 
season. 

It's the under part of a hen's body 
that has no protection. All wet soaks 
in and chills the hen, thus causing 
most ailments. 

The air in an ordinary family cellar 
will not be fit for bees if decaying 
apples, cabbage and turnips are not 
regularly sorted out and removed. 

When a sick or droopy fowl is no- 
ticed, and there is a doubt about what 
ails it, a good family liver pill-is the 
safest treatment and the chances are 
it is just what it needed.— Farm Jour- 
nal. 



consideration— maintaining the heat 
ventilating, watering, hardening off 
the plant and transplanting. The 
temperature of the soil should be kept 
at 66 to 80 degrees. When the sun 
is shining the glass should be raised, 
so that ventilation is possible or the 
temperature will rise much above the 
danger point. Frequent watering 
should be practiced, spraying or 
sprinkling over the surface, to prevent 
a hard crust forming on the earth. 
This is particulary important before 
the plants appear. In all kinds of 
weather the beds should be thoroughly 
ventilated, so that the plants may re- 
ceive fresh air, which is of much im- 
portance in the growing of strong, 
healthy plants, says an Orange Judd 
Farmer writer.

With modern corn 
improvement methods, varieties 
adapted to all sections in the United 
States are being developed. As a 
food for live stock it has no equal, 
and rare indeed is the farmer that can- 
not, with good profit, grow a consid- 
erable acreage of this cereal. Plan to 
make the corn crop of more import- 
ance in your rotation by fertilizing it 
heavily to produce large yieids. Sil- 
age has an important place upon every 
farm where an intesified system is be- 
ing used. 

Cow. in Spring. 

In the spring there is almost al- 
ways more or less trouble with the 
udders of cows. The best way to 
avoid this is to feed no heavy rations 
for a few weeks before they begin to 
give milk. Then wheat bran should 
be about the only grain ration. If 
the bag becomes. caked, rub it often 
with quite warm water. If very 
bad, drop a little camphor into the 
water. Vaseline is also very good. 
But keep the rubbing up till all the 
bunches are gone.-^-Dr. Mitchener in 
Farm Journal.
